The effort of the Wool Board, per medium of 
Sir William Gunn, to convince waolgrowers thet a levy 
of £2/4/- per bale should be paid for research and 
promotion, is receiving a mixed reception. 


The present levy per bale stands at 10/-, and if

necessary it may be, is strongly opposed by a large 


section of growers. 


It is equally obvious that 
something must be done ta 
ensure that wool can compete 
successfully with synthetics. 


Many farmers think that 
first things should come first; 
and they are wary of committ- 
ing themselves to a fiat rate 
of £2/4/- per bale, until such 
time as they have a better 
method of marketing their 
products. 


The present auction system 
gives them no guarantee of 
even receiving the cost of pro- 
duction, and to commit them- 
selves at this stage could be 
dangerous. 


Another argument which 
has some merits is that the 
growers should not be called 
upon to carry the whole 
financial burden of promotion. 


There should be some re- 
sponsibility accepted by both 
the manufacturer and retailer 
of woollen goods. 


-Others claim that as wool is 
Australia’s largest export item 
and therefore, the major fac- 
tor in earning overseas funds, 
that the Commonwealth Gov- 
ernment itself should accept 
additional financial _respon- 
sibility in assisting to main- 
tain markets through promo- 


4 tion, 


It is clear that many hun- 
dreds of small wool producers 
could not carry the additional 
financial burden of the pro. 
posed levy, and it present 
prices declined, would face 
{serious difficulties. 

The Australian Labor Party 
believes woolgrowers favour 
the establishment of a stau- 


tory wool marketing organisa- 
tion providing for a reserve 
price auction system. This 
marketing authority will have 
@ majority of grower represen- 
tation. 


Financial provision will be

£25,000,000, A grower levy of 
not more than 5 per cenf. will 
uperate While prices remam 
at @ level not exceeding the 
found cost of production, as 
ascertained by the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics. 


In the event of this found 
cost being exceeded, the levy 
if necessary, would be in- 
creased 'to not more than 74 
per cent. This plan would be 
submitted to grower organisa- 
tions for their consideration. 


After a reasonable time for 
consideration by these organ- 
isations, and their submissions 
of any amendments, they may 
consider necessary, a poll of 
growers will be taken to ascer~ 
tain their desires regarding 
a final draft plan.

This seems to be the wrong 
way to tackle this matter. It 
seems reasonable to expect 
that the farmer needs some 
guarantee of orderly market- 
ing and stable prices before 
he is committed to a levy in- 
crease from 10/- to £2/4/-.
